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UTAH NEWS. 
— 


(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 


Wheat has fallen in California, and as a consequence shipments from Utah 
are not so heavy. 

The bill granting the Utah Midland Railway right of way over the Unvom: 
paghre and Uintah Indian reservations, has passed both houses of Congress. 

Deputy Marshal Whetstone, in trying to arrest James Hansen, near Brig- 
ham City, Box Elder County, shot at him three times. Mr. Hansen escaped. 

The People’s Party in the recent city elections in Ogden was successful. 
The majority of the People’s ſor mayor David Eccles — was 119} 
for marshal, 154. 

The persecution of the Saints still continues with unabated vindictiveness, 
On February the 2ist, nine of the brethren stood up in the Third District 
Court, and rather than do violence to their consciences or be untrue to their 
wives, received the full penalty of the law—six months imprisonment and 
$300 fine. That was a good record for one day. 

An accident occurred on the Utah and Nevada railroad near Black Rock on 
the morning of the 16th of February, which resulted in the wrecking of a 
train and the killing of conductor Adam Brown, The train, consisting of an 
engine and five cars, was running at the usual speed past Keasler’s ranch, 
when it was struck by a powerful blast of wind and lifted clear of the track 
and landed, with the exception of the engine, in the gutter. There were some 
fifteen passengers aboard, several of whom were 1 bruised, but none were 
injured fatally. | 

Every effort is being made by the enemies of the Saints 0 — Beusl: 

On the 17th of February the Gardo House was 
visited by Marshal Dyer and his assistants, with the hope of finding the 
brethren there.

The Edmunds-Tucker bill on the t7th of February passed both Houses of 
Congress, though in the Conference Committee many of the most objection- 
able features were stricken from it. The items increasing the punishment 
for unlawful cohabitation, making polygamy a felony, extending the time of 
the statute of limitations from three to five years, giving to the Governor of 
the Territory the appointing of county, precinct and municipal officers, and 
making the legislative council appointive, have all been re . Theonly 
officers to be appointed are the Probate judges, and they will be appointed by 
the President. But notwithstanding so many ugly features have been ex- 
tripated, the bill is still un-American in its character, and calculated to work 
great hardship to the Saints. One of its worst features ſis the religious test 
oath that it enforces on all as a condition precedent to the right to register or 
vote, the substance of which is, That every male person, twenty-one years 
of age, resident in the Territory of Utah, as a condition precedent to his right _ 
to register or vote at any election in said ‘Territory, shall take and subseribe 
an oath or affirmation before the registration officer of his voting precinct, 
that he is over twenty-one years of age and has resided in the Territory of 
Utah for the six months last then past, and in the precinct for one month 
immediately preceding the date thereof, and that he is a native born or 
naturalized, as the case may be, citizen of the United States, and farther 
state, in such oath or affirmation, his full name, with his age, place of business, 
his status, whether single or married, and if married, the name of his lawful 
wife, and that he will support the Constitution of the United States and will 
faithfully obey the laws thereof, and especially will obey the act of Congress, 
approved March 22, 1882, and will also obey this act in respect of the crimes 
in said act defined and forbidden; that he will not directly or indirectly aid 
or abet, counsel or advise any other to commit these crimes.” Thess oaths 
are to be kept by the clerk of the Probate Court as public records At any 
election occurring before the next revision of the regisration lists, this oath is 
to be administered by the presiding judge of the elections. This oath must 
also be taken by all officers elected, and by all grand and petit jurors. There 
is no change in the appointing clause. The Governor is given nothing, and 
the President appoints the probate judges only. The Territory is to be redis- 
tricted by the Governor, Secretary, aud the Utah Commission)

OBJECTIONS ANSWERED.

Ir is evident from the Scriptures that the Gospel is to be restored to the 
earth in the last days in the hour of God's judgment.” The Apostle John, 
when on Patmos, thus describes that event: 

And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting gospel to 
preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, 
snd people, Saying with a loud voice, fear God and give glory to him, for the hour of his 
judgment is come.” 

Mon may turn and twist that Seriptare how they may, but ell that cen be 
made out of it is simply this: In the hour of God's judgment an angel is 
to come from heaven with the “everlasting Gospel”—the Gospel that Jesus 
and the ancient apostles taught, and it is to be preached, not unto one nation 
only, but unto every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people“ - plainly 
implying that every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people would be 
without the Gospel in the hour of God's judgment, or why would it be neces- 
sary that it should be brought from heaven by an angel? If it existed upon 
the earth anywhere, all that would be necessary in that case would be a com- 
mandment to those having it to preach it to others. But from the very fact 
thatan angel is to bring it from heaven, in the hour of God’s judgment, is 
proof positive that it would not be upon the earth at that time, and hence 
the necessity of an angel bringing it from heaven. 

The Christians who believe that Scripture, are doubtless looking forward 
to the time when that angel will come to fulfill his mission: the Latter-day 
Saints believe that he has already come and performed it; that is the only 
difference on that point between the Christians who believe the Scriptures 
and the Latter-day Saints. The former believe that it will bedone, the latter 
believe it has already taken place. 

But the Christians will say that the Latter-day Saints believe that the 
angel brought the Gospel to Joseph Smith, and they can’t believe that he 
was 80 highly favored as to receive the visitation from an angel—a revelation 
from God, And this brings us to the consideration of the objections which 
the world make against the man known as the “ Mormon Prophet.” 

In the first place we must not forget that the Gospel is to be brought.to 
the earth by an aagelt who will deliver his message to some one. It is not 
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likely the angel will go from nation to nation and from people to people per- 
sonally; but that he will deliver his message to some one on the earth, and 
confer upon him authority to teach others, and to confer authority upon them 
to teach others still, and thus extend the work until every nation and people 
is warned, And now then we ask, Why may not Joseph Smith be the indi- 
sr e angel came with this Gospel of which the Scriptures 
speak? 

Well, says one, he was but an obscure youth, reared in the back woods of 
an American State, unlearned, of lowly origin, unacquainted with the world, 
and altogether such a person as would seem unfit to perform such a work as 
receiving so important a message from heaven, and sending it to the world. 
But after we admit the obscurity of his youth, his humble, but honest parent- 
age, his ignorance of letters, and lack of experience in the world—what then, 
are these objections sufficient to justify a rejection of the claims of this man 
to being the one to whom the angel came with the everlasting Gospel? Those 
who think so have surely read the Scriptures to little profit. Jesus was born 
in a stable, his first cradle was a manger. Could Joseph Smith’s birth be 
more humble than that! Jesus was supposed to have been the son of a car- 
penter, and though he was not, yet his mother was the b-trothed of that 
man, and Jesus was reared by them, and doubtless assisted bis supposed 
father at his occupation:—Joseph Smith was the son of a farmer, and worked 
by the side of his father at that employment. So that his occupation in life 
was no more humble than that of the Son of God. And though he was un- 
taught in the wisdom which man’s learning imparts, was he any more so than 
the fishermen whom Jesus chose to be His meesengers to the proud and 
highly civilized nations of the earth in the age when He dwelt among them! 
not. 

Paul says: 

For ye see your calling, brethren, how that not 5 wise men after the flesh, not 
many mighty, not many noble, are called: but God hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and God hath chosen the weak things of the world to con- 
found the things which are mighty; and base things of the world, and things which are 
despised, hath God chosen, yea, and things which sre not, to being to naught things that 
are: that no flesh should glory in his presence” (1 Cor. i, 26—29). 

So that if God in chosing Joseph Smith and the Eiders in this last ae 
tion has chosen the weak, the unlearned, and men from humble walks of life, 
it ie no more than He did in former dispensations. And if these objections 
made against Joseph Smith will justify the world in rejecting him and bis 
message, the same objections would be equally strong against Jesus and His 
apostles of the first century, for the New Testament accounts of the choice 
of men, and the organization of the Church in those days, is a mirror where 
one may see reflected the same things being done in this dispensation. | 

The foregoing objections failing to be of any force, the objector refers to 
the rumors against Joseph Smith’s character, for he will doubtless have heard 
of one or more of the thousands of evil reports that slanderous tongues have 
scattered breadcast through the world against this mas and the work, under 
God, he was called te perform. But without stopping here to enter a denial 
of those things commonly reported of him, we refer again to the Seripture: 
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their company, and shall reproach you, and cast out your name as evil, for the Son of 
man’ssake. Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for joy: * * for in the like manner did 


their fathers unto the prophets” (Luke vi, 22, 23). 

From this it would appear that it is the heritage of the servants of God to 
be hated, reviled, persecuted, and all manner of evil said against them by the 
world, and all this, doubtless, because they are not of the world. Jesus inti- 
mated as much at least when He said to His apostles: _ 

„If the world hate you, ye know it hated me before it hated you. It ye wine of the 
world, the world would love his own; but because ye are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, therefore the world hateth you” (John rv, 18, 19.) 
Hence the hatred of the world manifest towards Joseph Smith, the evil 
spoken against him, the fact that his name is cast out for evil is no evidence 
that he is not what we claim he was—a servant of God, commissioned with a 
message from heaven to the children of men; indeed it is an evidence in his 
favor, for in like manner have nearly all the prophets of God been treated. 
Had Joseph Smith been received in any other manner than he was, we would 
bave cause then to be fearful that he was an impostor. Is it not written, 

“Woe unto you, when all men speak well of you! for so did their fathers to 
the false prophets?’ (Luke vi, 26) 

Suppose, for the sake of argument, that the angel spoken of by John has 
not come yet, but will come and deliver his message to some one in the 
future; can it be expected that the individual to whom he shall come, let his 
name be what it may, will be any better received by the world than Joseph 
Smith has been? Will he be received with open arms? Will the world by 
that time learn to love those whom the Lord has chosen out of the world? 
We think not. The man who receives that message from heaven, and has 
authority conferred upon him to organize the Church on the earth, will be as 
much opposed, despised and hated as was Joseph Smith; and if he does not 
meet with the fate that befell Joseph Smith, then it will be because the cun- 
ning of Satan fails to enrage the world against him. So that whenever that 
angel shall come, if he has not already come, with the Gospel, those unto 
whom it is delivered will be unpopular with the world, and reviled and hated 
by the unbelieving. - 

Bat tte testify thet the wan to bring has been delivered, 
and these things which are sometimes urged against Joseph Smith as objec-

On his arrival in Salt Lake the people gave him another hearty welcome, 
a large concourse gathering in front of the Walker House, to whom he spoke 
as follows: 

% Fellow Citizens:—Having come to you a stranger, this sea of upturned faces, this 
cordial welcome with which I am met in your capital city, fills my heart with gratifica- 
tion and pleasure; but your hospitable fame had prompted me to expect a kindly wel- 
come. The strangers that I have met, and those whose accounts I have read of visiting 
your Territory, have ever spoken in the highest terms of your hospitality. They have 
spoken your praise; they have described your beautiful city, with its gardens of fruit 
trees, with its lovely homes, surrounded by this beautiful range of snow-capped moun- 
tains; they have told how the pure waters flow down from those snow-capped mountains 
upon each side of your beautiful avenues and streets; they have spoken of the enterprise 
of your citizens and of the magnificence of your city, in which the stranger meets a hospi- 
table weloome and is gladly and cheerfully entertained with the western spirit that is 
world-wide (cheers and applause). Now, coming here as I do, I know that much of this 
demonstration is dus go the official position in which I come; but while that is true, it 
seems to me that the grasp of the hand that I have had, the look from the eyes that I 
have seen, has been more than an official welcome. There has been a kindly cordiality 
which bids the stranger welcome and makes me feel at once at home. (Cheera.) And if 
in my office I could be false to such « people; if I cauld be recreant te the duty that is 
imposed upon me in my great office, then I would be unworthy to live, And so help me 
God, if Ihave the ability to know my doty, I have the * firmness, and the 
strength of heart to do it.” 


The protestations of friendship and avowals of determination to serve the 
people faithfully, and to be true to them and their interests, sound strangely 
out of tune now, since the Governor has lately taken a course which reveals

dark ages;—that Joseph Smith was a 
prophet raised up by the Almighty in

riesthood, organized the Church of 
— Christ of Latter-day Saints as 
he had been instructed to do by the 
Lord, The work spread rapidly, and, 
as it flourished, so persecution become 
hotter and hotter. As the Saints 
gathered into one place the enemies 
of the truth became fiercer in their 
attacks, until the Church was driven 
from place to place. But the ere 
the opposition, the faster spread the 
principles of the Gospel. | 

The news of the strange doctrines 
soon reached throughout the United 
States, thousands being baptized into 
the Church, 

In 1837-40 it was * 4 to Eng- 
land by the servants of God. Here 
the cause flourished remarkably, whole 
congregations of religious worshipers, 
ministers and all, receiving the new 
faith, thousands embracing the new 
doctrines and emigrating to America. 
But the conflict between the children 
of light and the powers of darkness 
grows more deadly, until fiually 
Joseph sealed his testimony by the 
shedding of his blood, as so many of 
the prophets have done before him; 
and the Saints were driven from their 
beautiful City of Nauvo, located on 
the east bank of the Mississippi, to 
find a refuge in the ** of the 
Mountains, led there by tbe Prophet 
Brigham Young, under the inspiration 
of the Almighty. They went beyond 
the confines of civilization into 
the wilderness. It was in 1847 
that the pioneers first entered the 
valley of Utah. At that time, Utah 
was veritably a wildern inhabited 
only by a few degraded Indians and 
some wild animals that roamed un- 
old trapper, by the name o , 
feeling so confident that the 


coun 
was so poor and — ie — 
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be impossible for the pioneers to raise 
any thing to live upon, offered Presi- 
dent Brigham Young a thousand dol- 
lars for a bushel of corn that he could 
grow from the soil. It would take 
some money at that price to buy the 
grain that is now produced in the 
valleys of the mountains! 

Tv convert that desolate country in- 
to a fruitful field, and make it blossom 
as the rose has been attended with 
most stupendous exertions and labors. 
Canals had to be cut sometimes 
through the solid rock, dams had to 
be built across rapid streams as they 
bound from the mountain gorges, in 
order that the water might be spread 
over the land by asystem of irrigation, 
for the climate was so dry that with- 
out artificial means to uce mois- 
ture the land would not yield a crop. 

Roads had to be built up the rocky, 
narrow defiles into the tops of the 
mountains, to get timber and building 
materials to make their homes. The 
arduous labors that have been per- 
formed by the Latter-day Saints to 
make their fine farms, beautiful homes 
and lovely cities can not be told. 
During the twenty-five years that I 
have hved in that country among the 
“Mormon” people, I have witnessed 
the desert wastes vivify and unfold 
into the beautiful flower of the most 
advanced and purest civilization. 
Green fields and lovely gardens 
awaken from the sterile plaiu as if by 
magic, and the mountain sides echo 
the busy hum of a prosperous and con- 
tented people. 

Nothing short of the sustaining 
hand of Providence could have en- 
abled the “ Mormon” people to have 
accomplished their brilliant success, 
To-day Utah exhibits to the world a 
people possessing as good qualities in 
all the phases of life as can be found 
dwelling on the earth. But strange 
to tell, notwithstanding all their ex- 
cellence and contented condition 
they are hounded and persecuted and 
distressed by the powers uf Govern- 
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ment, and for what? All on account 
of their religion, and because the hun- 
gry politicians covet their hard earn- 
ed, but rich possessions. Not satis- 
fied with what tbey have already ac- 
complished, their enemies are still 
clamoring for more inimical legisla- 
tion, that they may yet farther despoil 
them of their and annihilate 
“Mormonism.” Will they succeed? 
Nay, verily, the kingdom that God 
has set up in these the last days will 
never be thrown down or given to 
another psople, but will stand for ever. 
Will the nation suceeed in destroying 
the religion of the Latter-day Saints? 
No. Bat if it persists in its unhallow- 
ed warfare against the principles of 
righteousu it shall be — 
wasted. While the glory of Zion shall 
continue to shine brighter and bright- 
er, and truth and right shall hold aloft 
the banner of liberty over the land of 
the free and the home of the Saints. 

At the close of the lecture Brother 
Thomas bore a faithful testimony. 
The strangers present paid the closest 
attention, and inquired for some of 
our tracts and books to read on these 
important subjects. A vote of thanks 
was given the lecturer, and stron 
desires expressed that he shoul 
lecture to them again on these inter- 
esting subjects. Thus ended, I trust, 
a profitable evening in our labors to 
spread the Gospel of Christ. 

I am rejoicing exceedingly in my 
labors, and am ably suppor in my 
endeavors by President Marshall and 
the local brethren of the Whitechapel 
Branch. Please excuse the great 
length of this communication I 
thought, perhaps, some details of my 
efforts might interest you. My healt 
is most excellent.
